THE DRIVE TOWARDS 
MADRID 


be insurgents are reported to have fifty 
bombing ‘planes in readiness for the drive 
towards Madrid. 

‘A terrific attack ” on Madrid from 
the air was threatened in messages dropped 
over the capital yesterday by twenty-tive 


of General Franco’s big bombers, says a 
message from his headquarters. The 
message advised the population to 


surrender to avoid unnecessary bloodshed. 
It is firmly believed in Madrid that the 
insurgents’ great thrust will come from 
the South-West, by way of the Tagus 
valley, as winter will shortly set in in the 
mountain sector to the north and north- 
west of Madrid. This is the effective line 
of invasion which was followed by 
Napoleon in 1808. Sol 
At present the insurgents have thrown 
only a semi-circle round Madrid. The 
other half of the cirele remains open, thus

IN THE NORTH-WEST 


_ Only on the Eibar-Elgoibar front do 
Insurgents report having really serious 
resistance in their advance towards Bilbao.

GOVERNMENT SUCCESS 


Government successes on the eastern 
front are claimed in yesterday’s official 
communiqué, which says :— 

“ On the Tardienta sector of the Ara- 
gan front, south of Huesca, our artillery

voy. An enemy attack on the Govern-/ 


ment’s advance lines near Huesca was 
repulsed after heavy fighting. Our heavy | 
artillery fire repulsed an enemy attack on 
Sietamos, four miles east of Huesca.’’ 

There was stiff fighting yesterday on the 
Oviedo front. The capture of Trubia, in 
the Asturias, eight miles east of Oviedo, 
by General Aranda’s troops, is claimed in 
broadcasts from insurgent sources. The 
insurgent position at Oviedo is said to 
have been considerably eased. 


SENTENCED TO DEATH 


Sefior Salazar Alonso, ex-Minister of 
the Interior, has been sentenced to death 
by the People’s Tribunal in Madrid. 

Sefior Alonso was charged, not only with 

being actively concerned with .Sefior Gil 
Robles, the Catholic leader, and with 
Sefior Lerroux, in the present revolt, but 
with having provoked the now sadly 
famous rising in the Asturias in October, 
1934. ' 
Rumours that President Companys had 
been assassinated are formally denied by 
official circles in Barcelona. It is declared 
that at no time has he been the subject of 
hostile demonstration, but has everywhere 
been warmly greeted. ' 

Reports that the former Catalan Pre- 
mier, Sefior Barrera, and other Minis- 
ters, had fled also are denied. 


ANOTHER REVOLT? 


Reports that an insurrectionist move- 
ment has broken out in Barcelona against 
President Companys’s Government are 
quoted in last night’s broadcast from the 
insurgent Radio Seville station. The move- 
ment if said to be spreading throughout 
Catalonia. 


MANY DEAD 


In a War Office communiqué broadcast 
shortly before midnight, the Government 
claimed tha‘ 3,036 insurgent soldiers had 
been killed in an engagement ‘‘on the 
south front.” The fighting, it was stated, | 
followed an insurgent attack launched by 
Moroccan troops and Foreign Legionaires. 

Government losses near Huesca, number- 
ing 500 dead, are claimed from Radio 
Seville. The same broadcast station also 
alleges that just before the insurgents 
captured Ronda (Malaga province) the 
“Reds’” killed nearly 700 of the in- 
habitants. Fighting in the streets of 
Malaga between seamen and members of 
an Anarchist Federation also is mentioned. 


THIRTY-THREE EXECUTED 

Captain Ruiz Hernandez and three other 
officers were sentenced to death yesterday | 
by the People’s Tribunal at Barcelona for 
the part they played in the rising of July 
19th. 

Thirty-three officers sentenced to death 
by the Popular Front tribunal last Friday 
were shot yesterday. After their execution 
militiamen and Republican guards 
marched past the bodies shouting: “ Long 
live the Republic, long live liberty.””

hen the Assembly finally did meet at 11 
o’clock a Committee of ten members, in- 
cluding Mr. Eden and M. Delbos, the 
French Foreign Minister, was elected to 
examine credentials. . 

The Assembly adjourned, and the Com- 
mittee met, only to find that their task 
was a great deal wider than anticipated, 


i since a decision to reject the Emperor's 


credentials might imply recognition of 
Italian sovereignty over Abyssinia. 


MATURE STUDY NEEDED 


When the Assembly met again in the 
early evening the chairman announced 
that, in order not to delay the work of 
the Conference, the Credentials Com- 
mitee had decided first to present a report 
dealing with the countries whose creden- 
tials were in order, so that the business 
of the meeting could be got on with. 
With regard to Ethiopia, it was a ques- 
tion that required more mature study. 
and the report would be given later on 
that question. 7 

The Assembly met again in the early 
evening with the Abyssinian delegation 
present. . er, : 

As a result of to-day’s manceuvres it 
seems that a consultation of The Hague 
Court may become inevitable, with a con- 
sequent delay, on the question of the 
validity of the Abyssinian credentials. 

The Italian reaction is awaited with 
interest, and it is expected to be prompt. 
and possibly violent, although it might 
be going too far.to expect Signor Mussolini 
to carry out his oft-repeated threat of 
leaving the League. 


TWO CONSIDERATIONS 


The Credentials Committee will . meet 
to-morrow afternoon to try and straighten 
vut the tangle. According to one of its 
niembers, the Committee will be guided hy 
two considérations arising from the Stand- 
ing Orders of the League :— i 

(1) That the credentials shall be in the 
name of the head of a State or Foreign 
Minister; i ‘2 : 
(2) If the credentials of any member 
are challenged, that member shall continue 
to sit and enjoy the full right of member- 
ship until the question is decided, unless 
the Assembly shall decide otherwise. 

The first question for the Committee, 
therefore, is: How far is the Negus head 
of the State, both according to the 
Ethiopian Constitution and in the eyes 
of the Covenant? 

This is largely a question of fact and. 
of juridical consideration. Several members 
of the Committee—notably, M. Litvinoff, 
M. Tefwik Aras and M. Limburg 
(Holland)—feel that only The Hague 
Court is qualified to pronounce a ruling. 

The Assembly will

It seems likely that a majority will be in 
favour of suspending the Abyssinian dele- 
gation until the decision of The Hague

That wheat, estimated to yield ten 
barrels. per Irish acre, cost 25s, 1d. per 
barrel to produce was stated at a special 
meeting of the Dublin County Comittee of - 
Agriculture, which was held at 6 Parneil 
square, Dublin, yesterday. 

Mr. John Sheedy, Hon. Secretary, Cel- 
bridge (No. 2 Area) and Clondalkin 
Wheat Growers’ Association, stated that 
at a recent meeting of his Association it 
was found on calculation that this year’s 
price of wheat was quite inadequate. Ht 
cost 25s. 1d. per barrel to produce, and 
they were offered only 24s, 6d. per barrel. 
Wheat growing on such a basis could not 
possibly pay. He suggested that the 
County Committee of Agriculture should 
call a meeting of all wheat growers in the 
country for the purpose of calling the 
attention of the Minister for Agriculture 
to the matter, and asking him to take 
steps to ensure a better price. 

Mr. Sheedy said hat they had worked 
out the cost of wheat production per Irish | 
acre as follows :— ;

Mr. W. L. Kelleher said that he believed 
that the reason advanced by the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce and by the millers 
for their refusal to concede the demand for 
27s. 6d. per barrel was that the price of flour - 
would have to be increased correspondingly. 
It was almost certain that the recent in- 
creases In wages granted the mill workers 
would be followed by an increase in flour 
prices; but the increase was enforced by the 
thorough organisation of the workers, and 
the demand for an economic price for this 
season s wheat could be likewise enforced if 
the growers were consolidated in a compact 
and pcwerful organisation. The farmers had 
a just claim to paid a price which would 
reasonably remunerate them for their labour, 
their outlay in sowing and harvesting, and 
for the considerable risks involved; but they 
were left out of consideration in the fixing of 
vrices because they were disorganised. Until 
they could face the milters with an organisa- 
tion composed of the majority of, if not all, the 
grewers, little heed would be given their 
deriands, however just 

Mr. E. Daly said that he fully agreed 
with the views expressed by Mr. Kelleher. 
He had held his wheat last year, and a 
certain miller was glad to purchase it from 
him after Christmas at 5s. per barrel more
